NOTIFICATION.

New Delhi, the 28th March 1963 

G.S.R. 569,—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 11 of the Customs 
Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the C nual Government being satisfied that, for the main¬ 
tenance of standards for the classification, grading or marketing of goods in inter¬ 
national trade, it is necessary so to do, hereby prohibits with effect from the 1st 
April. 1963, the export of cashew kernels, produced or processed In India, unless 
the same have been graded in accordance with the provisions of the Cashew Pro¬ 
ducts Export Grading and Marking Rules, 1962, formulated by the Cashew Export 
Promotion Council with the approval of the Central Government and are 
accompanied by a certificate of grading from the said Council or any person 
specially empowered by the Chairman of that Council in this behalf: 

Provided that nothing in this notification shall apply to any parcel sent by 
post containing ungraded commercial sample of cashew kernels not exceeding 
1,000 grams in weight (gross).
